The great labor unions hud im- 
munity not granted any other combinations. The Attomey-Generai 
liud ail appropriation to curb tmsts but it must not be used to curb 
labor trusts. 

Now we are in the midst of the contest to decide whether these 
great labor monopolies shall control the United States. The "Labor 
Trust" differs from the "Moiioy Trust"' markedly. Murder, massa- 
cre, insurrection, blowing up of tipples, crippling .f mgines are 
recognized as usuallj- accompanying restraint of trade by the "Labor 
Trust. The "Money Trust" so-called has been dethroned. The "I^- 
bor Trust" must be dethroned. Neither a "Money Trust"" nor a 
"Labor Trust" can be permitted to stop industry and cj.use starva- 
tion. "Violence must cease. The right to work must not be destroyed 
by sabotage or Herrin massacres. 

If those now in political power cannot or will not maintain law 
and order, others will be chosen in their stead. It is no time for com- 
promise or surrender. 

The election in Massachusetts in 1919 shows that when the issue 
is joined, "law and order" will win. Tt is popular as well as right 
to preserve the rights of the i)foi)lc against dictation, either by cap- 
ital or by labor. — Boston New^4 Bun au.

President B. M. Jewell of the railway eraployt-e.s oflicially defines 
seniority rights as, first, the right of the senior employee to be tlie 
last to be laid off in reduction of forces, and second, the right of 
senior employees to have the first preference in the selection for va- 
cancies in preferable jobs. He follows his definition with this state- 
ment: 

"The railway employees, as a group, are steady workers. They 
will average brtweon ten and twenty-five years in eonlinuous service. 
"With the increasing certainty of permanent employment the longer 
they remain in the service, they are encouraged to buy homes and to 
establish themselves in community activities with assurance of con- 
tinuous livelihood. To deprive the men of these rights would operate 
BO that in the event of reducing forces the railroads would be permit- 
ted, to discharge the senior employees, and to retain men engaged for 
only a short time in transportation service." 

In all this there is nothing that has the remotest application to 
the underlying principles involved in the refusal of the railroads to 
restore rights which have been voldutarily forfeited by continued ab- 
sence from the post of duty and continued efforts to prevent the op- 
eration of the railroads, so far as the shopmen can effect this end. 

"WliUe Mr. Jewell's definition of seniority rights and their appli- 
cation under normal conditions may not be universally admitted in 
all details, nevertheless, for all praciieal purposes, it may be aceepted 
without argument. But he advances no conceivable reason why the 
roads should consent to hold open voluntarily abandoned jobs, while 
those who lield tliem an- actively resisting even the temporary filling 
of their places. Ue gives no reasons whatever why the roads should 
discharge men who have given faithful service during the strike. He 
gives no reason why men, after having thrown down their tools, 
should be taken back with au unimpaired status of seniority, and 
others, who served the public at a oritieal time, are ousted from the 
places they have doubly earned. 

The situation as Mr. Jewell pictures it in very far from being the 
aituation which actually exists. One would gather from his state, 
ment that the roads are themselves trying to oust fathful employees, 
home-builders, noted for their continuity of service, and to give their 
places to new men. Nobody will be deceived by any sueb as parte 
distortion of the facts — ^Kansas City Journal.

AVhatever may be the nature and intent of the seniority rule, the 
(ustoin as to reinstatement of individuals who return to the service 
after au interval cannot fairly be applied to a body of men who "sus- 
pend work" in concert under the new cireomiitanees crated by the 
establishment of the labor board. These men have brought about the 
very evil which the board is designed to prevent. They caupot expect 
to r>g in the preferred positiop over new employees 'pjdsh they 
would have enjoyed if tbey had continued wpck. 

The statement that the striknrs have Sfft by their actions denied 
their obligation to the people to maintab service is eoutradietcd in 
the same sentence by assertion of the same right as is enjoyed by men 
in other occupations to demand "the prioo asked." Tk» very nature 
of truiiportation aervioe requires that it be continuous, and for that 
reason tiie law substitutes the authority of the labor board for tliat 
of the strike bludgeon.

Lexington, Ky, — Libertay use of 
limestone Is playing tho leading role 
in a soil Improvement movement 
which Grayson county farmers are 
carrying on in cooperation wiih Coun- 
ly Agent R. W. Scarce and the College 
of Agriculture extension division Dur- 
ing the laat three months, approxi- 
mately SS oarloads of the material 
have be nused on tarms in the county 
while the steady use of It la expected 
to bo oentlnue tor some time. The fact 
that Mr. Searee, who Is directing the 
work, has been In the oountx only 
about three months is taken as an in- 
dication ol the keen Interest which the 
farmers In that section are showing in 
this method o tincreaalDg the crop 
yields from their land. 

Most of the soil types found in the 
county belong to the coal measures 
and Chester formations although a tew 
outcropiilngs of St I.«uls limestone 
are present. Many of the soils are ex- 
tremely sour and need limestone niore 
ihan anything else before they car 
produco clover and other lesumeo 
County Agent Scearce 1b recommcnd- 
in>; an application of two tons of limf • 
stne and 800 pounds of acid phosphate 
an acre. Tho fertilizer nnd limestone 
In most cases will be used on wheat 
whero clover ia to bo seeded in the 
spring. Excellent results are almost 
sure to follow this method of soil 
treatment, speclalistfl say. 

In order that the use of limestone 
would not have to be limited, farmera 
wh were Interested in tb plan t sll im- 
prvemoBt ooBtraeted for the entire 
summer output of a quarry In a neigh- 
boring county. Under this plan, thoy 
aro oblalalnK the atone at a cost of 
from I1.8T to I1.6T a ten whteh is said 
to be eheaper than farmers can crush 
(heir own stoae. The use of limestone 
at ihto priee Is limited only by the snr 
pliy, sou speelaUeU say.

EUROPE IS SPUT 
BADLY OVER 6ER- 
MAN ffiPARATiONS 

CriHls Like That WlUch For<'d Europe 
ta 19U Again Fares ( oiinlrlos as 
War Allies Are I'nable 
To Agreew 



L/indi>n. .\titz. 2^. — The clcnient of 
uncertainty now pervading Europe ns 
a result of the inability of the allies to 
agree upon the Ceriuan reiiaratlons 
problem haH now reached tlio stale 
where the situation Is compared to the 
days preceding July. 1914. whon the 
old world was facing decision of peace 
or war. 

Franco's threatened isolated action 
agaln.st Germany, if carried out, would, 
according to widely accepted belief in 
England, provide the one disturbing 
factor needed to plungo the continent 
Into hopeless rain. 

The Weekly Outlook espreued the 
view entertained In many quarters by 
saying: 

"Tbere is only one alternative to n 
Eiuropean settlement through which 
debts and Indemnities are canceled, 
armies reduced and the nations of tho 
continent united in peace co-operation, 
and that alternative Is war. 

"Europeaon civilisation will not and 
cannot survive more wars, at least net 
until we have worked two or three 
izcnor.-'.tions to repair the ravagM of 
the last war." 

Premier David Lloyd George's ccn- 
sistent refusal to compromise In the 
recent lyondon conference thus forcin? 
the situntlon to a head Is considered 
one of the premier's boldest strok's. 

It is predicted this decision 'vill 
Iiorve to have been worth riskini: tli ' 
termination of the entente in order to 
avoid further British support of tho 
French in coercion of Germany. 

Hie decision also was based on the 
theory that If France intends to pre- 
cipitate a continental crisis the sonor 
that policy is revealed frankly and 
France learns the folly of attempting 
to collect unprocurable reparations, 
the better it will be for all concerned.
